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London, Juno 8.— Tho village of 
Bradley, Hampshire, lias been almost 
totally destroyed by fire. 

Berlin, June 8.-- -Bismarck's india 
position compels him to continue re 
Htricting his labors to minimum and 
perform them in a recumbent position, 

Rome, June 8.— Farther Card, now 
eighty years of age, who, in 187.7, was 
expelled from the order of Jesuits for 
recommending a madias vivendi be- 
tween Italy and the papacy, has pub 
lished a work entitled "The Now Italy 
and Old Zealots." It highly praises 
the character, aims and methods of tho 
present pope, severely blames the mis- 
placed zeal of tho extremo Catholic 
party as tending to maintain tho antag- 
onism against the church in Italy. Ho 
declares a restoration of temporal pow- 
er impossible, and that it would, oven 
if practical, be harmful amidst modern 
democracies ; deplores the language of 
the Catholic press in Italy, and exhorts 
Catholics to participate in politics so 
us to introduce Christian ideas in na- 
tional legislation. 

London, Juno 8.— The number of 
outrages in Ireland is increasing. The 
figures stand as follows : January, 139; 
February, 170; March, 145; April, 
296 ; May, 227 ; and for tho first week 
in June, ending to-night, 99. They in- 
clude attacks on property, attempted 
murder, cattlo houghing, incendiarism 
and all other offenses traceable to ngrar- 
iimisiii. 

BERLIN, June 10.— The North Get- 
iiuih Gazette announces that tho Ger- 
man minister to Pekin 1ms been in- 
btructed to urgently demand the gov- 
ernment of China to take energetic 
measures to punish the pirates who re- 
cently plundered the German bark Oc- 
cident, and that the German consul at 
Canton has been instructed to call to 
his assistance a German man of war if 
necessary. 

CoitK, June 9, 9:30 p. m.— A furious 
riot is now in progress. Magistrate 
Stakes has been seriously injured, and 
three policemen badly wounded. Tho 
mounted police charged the mob and 
neveral persons were injured. 

CORK, Juno 10.— During tho trial 
tho polico station of Union Quay was 
wrecked. The riot originated on the 
race course where tho races wero pro- 
ceeding. One civilian was dangerously 
wounded by a bayonet. A man nam- 
ed Lohen, a prominent member of the 
land league, was arrested. The rioters 
were also arrested. 

' Liverpool, June 10. — An attempt 
was made last evening to blow up tho 
town hall, but only resulted in the 
breaking of windows. It is reported 
two men were arrested. 

St. Petersburg, June 10.— Another 
nihilist trial has begun at Kieil*. The 
prisoners include four women and a 
Saxon subject and a French citizen. 
They are accused of various political 
crimes and of complicity with the as- 
sassins of the czar. 



EASTERN. STATES. 
Little Rock, June 10.— The par- 
ticulars of a horrible tragedy in Lock- 
burg county are received. R. F. Hall, 
a wealtiy farmer, started to visit friends 
in an adjoining city. He was ec- 
centric and it was generally reported 
that he carried largo sums of money. 
Reached Rolling Fork Creek ho found 
it swollen to a river on account of the 
recent rains, and accordingly hired 
tbrco negroes to assist him to cross. 
While apparently making arrangements 
they suddenly sprang on tho unfortun- 
ate man and felled him to the earth, 
rilling the victim's pockets. The as- 
sassins found but 30 cents. Incensed 
it is supposed at not finding more thoy 
ucUed him by the throat, and choked 
him till life was extinct. They then 
tied stones to the corpse, weighing it 
down as they supposed sufficiently to 
carry him it to tho bottom of the stream. 
But it lodged in a drift below tho 
scene and was recognized by a colored 
man. A large body of whito men soon 
gathered where a trace of the murderers 
was struck. After a short pursuit one 
of tho gang was caught and brought 
back to the ford, where he was strung 
np to a tree. Tho search was then re- 
sumed and before dark his companions 
wero found secreted in tho woods. They 
confessed all, and wero taken back to 
tho ford and hung besido their com- 
panion. 



CANADA'S GREAT SORROW, 
Mora About tho London Oatastropho. 



CANADA. 

Quebec, June 10.— It is known that 
the last three bodies already recovered 
. are those of Mr. and Mrs. Hardy, 118 
Oliver street, and that of Marois, a 
joiner of Richelieu street. Mrs. Ceo. 
Lappeire and two cliildrenjare missing 
and are believed to have perished in 
the flames. 

Subscriptions have already been 
raised. The loss is estimated at one 
and one-half millions; insurance about 
$650,000. About GOO houses were 
burned. The remains of Mrs. Hardy 
were dug from the ruins. 

Quebec, June .10.— Tho legislature 
has voted §100,000 for the relief of 
sufferers by the tire. Local insurance 
companies lose $250,000 to $300,000. 

OREGON. 

Portland, June 9.— Jury in the U. 
S. circuit court this afternoon in the 
case of Bank of British Columbia vs. 
Geo. Marshall k Co., brought in a ver- 
dict in favor of plaintiffs for the sum of 
$12,798.16. 

Gen. Jool Palmer died at his home 
this morning at Dayton, Yamhill coun- 
ty. Deceased was aged 71 years. 

Portland, Juno 10.— A replevin 
suit was commenced to-day in the U. 
S. district court by Levi Strauss k Co., 
of San Francisco, against Adolpli A. 
Cohen, a well known wool and fur 
dealer of this city, to recover possession 
of merchandise held by the latter since 
1872. A. A. Cohen has been agent for 
Levi Strauss <5s Co. for Portland and 
Walla Walla, and for some reason he 
has not disclosed and refuses to give 
possession.' L Strauss & Co. desire to 
place the agencies in other hands. The 
suit involves over §50,000. Cohen's 
place of business is now in possession 
, of the U. S. marshal. 



Tho story of tho accident ia clearly told 
by Mr. \V. D. Eckcrt, head master of tho 
London East public school. Ho bays :— 
"The docks of tho steamer wero packed 
with people, principally ladies and child- 
ren. I was on the upper dock during tho 
passage, and shortly after leaving tho 
dock at Springbank a good many passen- 
gers began keeping time with the listing 
of tho steamer, and went as far as they 
could from side to sido each time the 
vessel surged. Many people made fun of 
it at first, and a good deal of hallooing 
was done, such as, "Get out your life- 
boats," etc. While this was proceeding 
up-stairs, the passengers on the lower deck 
were running to and fro endeavoring to 
keep their feet from getting wet, undfully 
fifteen Inches of wator ran from gangway 
to gangway across that portion of tho boat. 
When she surged, tho peoplo hulow yellod 
and screamed in a torriblo manner. Capt. 
Rankin was at tho wheel. While neanng 
tho bcr.d bolow tho Cove bridge, proba- 
bly two hundred yards wost of it, a groat- 
er rush of the passengers than had hither- 
to been experienced took place, followed 
instantly by a cracking noiso. Tho wo- 
men screamed, tho children yelled, and 
for the moment tho faces of soveral men 
in my vicinity turned ghastly pale. Tho 
scone was heightened by one man jumping 
oiorboard, and almost instantaneously 
after tho posts which upheld the hurricane 
deck gave way in consequence of bo many 
pooplo holding on to thorn to savo them- 
solvos from being swept overboard, and 
tho deck instantly foil with a crash upon 
tho beads of those beneath it. All who 
could do so grabbed something to hold by, 
and very many wore drawn into tho water 
by their nearest neighbours. 

Tho case of Mr. H. Beaton, tho hattor, 
of Richmond street, is one of tho saddest 
in connection with tho disaster. Ho was 
noar tho contro of tho deck when the 
capsizo took place, and taking a child 
under each arm ho sank bolow the surface 
with tho determination to escapo if possi- 
ble In tho intonso strugglo of tho noxt 
few moments ho had lost his two littlo 
onos, and ho himself was in tho act of 
drowning bolow the deck; while there he 
folt tho body of a woman move past him, 
and seizing hold of tho dress ho was drawn 
out; some one had broken a holo in tho 
deck. His two pretty littlo childron, 
however, had sunk to rise no moro. 

No moro desperate struggle for life ever 
took placo than that in which Nicholas 
Wilson engaged in immediately after the 
disaster. Apprehending the danger ho 
told his newdy married wife to cling to tho 
railing, and a moment later he found him- 
self floundering in tho water. Strange to 
say Mrs. Wilson was thrown immediately 
into his arms, and, seizing her firmly, 
ho struck out for tho shore. On tho way 
a strong, big man, overcome with fear, 
scizod him with an unshakable grip by 
tho throat, and hung there for dear life. 
The whole three must inevitably have 
sunk but for tho presence of mind of Mr. 
Wilson in seizing tho fellow with his teeth 
and biting him with all his forco. Tho 
hold was then relaxed, and with weaken- 
ed strength, and still bearing his wife in 
his arms, "no struggled towards tho shore. 
But a few feet had been passed, however, 
boforo ho was again seized with a death- 
like grip by a drowning man, and in the 
struggle bo lost his wifo. He reached tho 



a ghastly array. 
Over under tho trees aro rows of plain 
pino boxes, and the curious, actuated by 
a morbid dosiro for tho sensational, crowd 
around and gaze at tho ghastly contonts. 
There is a murmur in tho crowd and thoso 
nearest tho wator fall back. Half a doz- 
en strong men boar tho body up an _ in- 
cline, Tho wator drips from tho clothing, 
and tho whito, pained face with sightless 
eyeballs staring up at heaven, causes tho 
crowd to shudder. Scores of bodies havo 
borne up the incline in just tho same way. 
until thoso engaged in searching for thorn 
havo become so familiar with death that 
thoy laugh and speak cheerfully. Tho last 
body brought up was that of a littlo boy. 
In death his fingers had closad upon a 
small bunch of wild flo wars, and with thorn 
still in his hand ho was laid in one of the 
coffins nnd borno away. The grassy bank 
along tho north sido was trampled bare, 
and mon.womon and children jostlod each 
other in their efforts to catch a sight of 
the grapplors/who wore busily at work in 
tho channel. Down towards tho bridgo tho 
treacherous deck, with tho wheel adher- 
ing to it, had drifted ashoro, and a short 
distance away, with her stern whool stuck 
in tho mud, was tho hull of tho ill-fated 
craft. Men, with ropes and pulloys, aro 
ronding her apart as if thoy would blot 
her out of existence altogether. Tho boil- 
er has been dragged up against tho bank, 
and will bo carried away at somo futuro 
] day. Hundreds of -non labored hard all 
' day in dragging the river bottom, and only 
ceased whon daylight was lost in tho dark- 
ness.

doop in its deopest part. Noar tho iron 
bridge is tho sandbank for which tho cap- 
tain says ho was boaring when the catas- 
tropho occurred. Many of tho bodies 
brought ashore wero cut and bruised, and 
it is supposed that a great number wero 
killed when tho upper dock foil. Of 
courso thero all sorts of theories in re- 
gard to to the cause of tho accident. All 
the people interviewed on tho subject de- 
clare that tho occurrenco was duo to over- 
crowding. 

Mr. Thoa. Stephens, who lost his entire 
family by the sad affair, would not give up 
hopes of his littlo boy until a couple of 
hours had elapsed. Ho kept sobbing away 
saying,"I know ho will survive; keop at it 
for God's sako. " At last ho gave up in 
despair and said, " I guess I'll jump over, 
too." Ho was led away from tho sad scono 
or it is probablo ho would havo courted 
tho same fate as his loved one. 

London, Ontario, Juno 2.— At the in- 
quest into tho A'ictoria diaastor tho evicl- 
of Mr. Monoilly. steamboat inspector, was 
takon. Ho considered the boat's machin- 
ery all right and well managed and the 
engineer, Roberta, a skilled man— ono of 
tho bost of his class. W. F. Adams testi- 
fied that he holped to rebuild tho Victoria 
and noticed points in hor upper planking 
not caulkod. He considered that whon she 
collapsed she was full of water from leak -

The cries were soon stillod, and I do not 
think it wat over a minute boforo all was 
still. Tho whole upper deck collapsed 
like an umbrella, and hemmed in tho 
crowd. Mr. Vickers was miller with Mr. 
John McKollar, of Komoka.

at Skibboroon, 



FURIOUS RIOT IN PROGRESS AT CORK. 



Flvinc Columns in Motion in Various 
Parts of the Island— Attempt to 
Wreck a Military Train-More Sol- 
diers Needed riY the Command- ' 

INQ GENERAL, ETC., ETC, ETC. 



[Special Dispatches tdthsOregohlan.J 
Dublin, June 9. — Camden, Carlislo 
and Houlbowlino havo boen drained of 
men and the- guard ship Revenge lying 
inQueenstown harbor, stripped of her 
marines, and yet Gen. Hamilton 1ms 
not men enough to supply the demand 
of the local magistrate. Just bc r ore 
daylight this morning it was rumored 
here that Fenians intend to blow up 
the government powder works at Bal- 
lincolig, and nearly 300 men, drawn 
from the first battalion of the 20th 
foot, the second battalion, rifle brigade 
and the army service corps were dis- 
patched by special train to Skibbereen. 
Orders were also telegraphed for the 
107th foot lying at Butte vant, and the 
second battalion and 25th foot at Fer- 
mery, to send' eighty men each to Schull 
and Jiallydehob. It was reported that 
both the railways running west from 
Cork, the Cork and Bandou and the 
Cork and Maeroom, had been 
tampered with and a pilot en- 
gine was sent on in advance 
of the special. Four miles from 
Skibbereen it was found that a number 
of old rails had been placed across the 
road-bed and that the culverts had 
been torn up, but the train was stopped 
in time to avoid a run off. Mr. Warb- 
weth, the resident magistrate at Skib- 
bereen, accompanied by the officers and 
the Messrs. Swanton, one of whom it 
will be remembered was fired at on the 
Ballydehob road three weeks ago, and 
other magistrates met the ■ troops, who 
were reinforced by tho arrival of a body 
of constabulary under Inspector Frazer. 
The streets of the town were filled with 
peasants and the soldiers and police 
were hooted and stoned as they march- 
ed to the Market square. Meantime 
news arrived of a riot at Ballydehob 
last night in which a body of marines 
were compelled to retreat under the 
protection of the priests, and soon the 
Ballydehob rioters, with an enormous 
mob from Schull, Dumanevay, Butte- 
. vant, Bantry and the districts round 
about, marched into Skibberreen. The 
priests, however, addressed the people, 
urging them to disperse. During the 
forenoon the peasants flocked into 
the town from every side, and at 
11 o'clock a. m. there were four or five 
thousand present. Special trains later 
in the day brought more troops from 
Fermoy and Cork and large drafts on 
the constabulary from the outlying bar- 
racka. The priests, numbering nearly 
fifty, stood between the military and 
the mob. At 2 p. m. an attack was 
made on the branch of the Muns'.er 
bank, stonesbeing flungthrough the win- 
dow. No attempt was made to batter 
down the' door or to enter tho building. 
The branches of the Provincial Bank 
and Bank of Ireland were not attacked. 
Troops were at once ordered to disperse 
the mob, and they charged through 
them, not, however, using their bay- 
onets. A few soldiers were injured by 
stones and some of the rioters were 
clubbed with the butts of rifles, but no 
lives were lost. The Munster bank was 
probably attacked because the land 
agents in the Western part of the 
country dealt largely with it. The 
bank opens temporary branches on fair 
and market days at the villages in the 
western district, and the local managers 
who, like, the managers of other banks 
in Ireland, are mostly Scotchmen, 
have the reputatation among the peas, 
antry of being " gombeen men," i. e- 
usurers. 

Late in tho afternoon desultory skir- 
mishing between tho military and tho 
mob began. Tho main body of the sold- 
iers and police is quartorcd for tho night 
in the town hall, but strong patrols aro on 
tho streets, and those receive an occasion- 
al volley of stones- The "abcebeen" 
houses and hotels were closed at 3iinsot 
by order of tho magistrates. At tho 
scrimmage at -Ballydehob last night, tho 
marines were roughly handled. Some of 
the men lost their b&yonots, and only 
fought their way through by using their 
belt? vigorously. 

To-night Skibbereen is a sm'all camp, 
but it is thought that the worst is over. 
The priests aro exhorting the people to go 
to their homes and many have left, but 
their places aro taken by now crowds. 

Ballydehob has a bad reputation. 
Twenty year« ago the battle of the Spuds, 
in which many lives were lost, was fought 
there. During tho famine the pesantry 
there were compelled to eat their asses', 
and tho people do not liko that page of 
their history to be cast up to them. Tho 
battle of the Spuds, which has since boen 
renewed in a thousand fraction fights, 
broke out on a market day in 18G0, Ban- 
try men having taunted -the natives with 
tho old story, and raged for two days in a 
potato field behind tho hill overlooking 
tho town. 

Cork, June 8 — Many bayonets with 
which marines charged tho orowd at Bal- 
ly de Hob were broken. The people as- 
sembled on top of a steep hill at one end 
of Bally DeHob, the soldiers thought to 
fight their way through and some hurled 
stones at the people. Quiet having been 
restored at Skibbareen a hundred .troop3 
were about to quit the town when rails 
wore found torn up, the town was again 
excited. The military was quartered in 
the town hall, magistrates closed liquor 
shops after 6 p.m. until June 15. 

Dublin, June 9 — The land leaguers ap- 
pear to be practically affiliated with the 
Fenians and ribbon men, and havo them 
working practically in its service. 



Moro About the Quo*bsc Fixo. 

The Quebec fire was extinguished on 
the 10th. The fire originated in a. ntablo 
where the Sanic-s spread to the surround- 
ing . wooden buildings, and the whole 
neighbourhood was soon a mass of flames 
for some hundreds of feet, the flames from 
oithcr side of the streets overlapping in 
tho middle, and completely closing them 
in. In almost less time than it takes to 
tell, tho finest and largest church in the 
city was doomed; next after tho church 
came the friars' school, opposite, and still 
the firo swept on. As if confident that so 
majestic an edifice could never fall a prey 
to the elements, neighbors around hurried 
their household goods to the front of tho 
church, and piled them at the door of tho 
sanctuary. All was lost. The church 
was worth at least §100,000, insurance 
only $10,000. At the foot or Jupiter 
stroet, below Borthtat market, the flames 
had crossed from tho lower side of St. 
John street, and from that point they flow 
rapidly west along the side of the tine 
avenue, keeping paco with tho other divi- 
sion of tho conflagration opposite. At 
Jupiter street it spread southward to 
Borthtat market places, destroying the 
Gabnol at St. Patrick street as far as 
thero were any buildings to be destroyed. 
Tho lower field alone stayed the progress 
of tho fire. At Scott street the tire ran 
upwards towards the Grand Alice' at a 
terrible rate of speed, thero being no 
water, men hose, or other appliance to 
stay it. 

Eclipse oi'tuk Moon Last Evening. — 
A total eclipse of tho moon took place 
last night, but unfortunately it was 
very cloudy and no portion of it was visi- 
blo. Tho following is a description of tho 
phenomenon for this city : Moon enter- 
ed penumbra at 8:12 p. in.; entered sha- 
dow S:58; total eclipse began at 10; mid- 
dle of eclipse 10:41; total eclipse ended at 
11:22; moon left shadow at 12:23 a. in., 
and penumbra at 1:19. Althoughso cloudy 
that the moon at no time was visible, yet 
the great darkness plainly indicated when 
tho totality commenced.

To the Editor : — 'I am sure every 
person of feeling must have read with 
satisfaction tho item in your paper of 
the 8th instant complaining of the 
cruel treatment or a number of hogs 
which arrived the day previously on a 
sloop in this harbor. 1 saw tho poor 
animals with their legs tied as tightly 
with strong cords as they could possibly 
be drawn together, and packed into 
an express wagon on their backs with 
feet upward as closely as herrings in a 
barrel, and remarked, ns they were driv- 
en along tho street, that suchcruel treat- 
ment of dumb brutes would not bo al- 
lowed in any city in Canada outside 
Victoria. It is truly a reproach to this 
city that such needless cruelty is toler- 
ated here with impunity, and in defi- 
ance of tho statuto law of the country.

THIRD DAY. 

Thursday, June 11. 

Reynolds vs. Job Batchelor, Eli Harri- 
son, senior, unci others. — This was mi 
iBsue of fact as to the montal competenco 
of tho plaintiff at tho dato when certain 
transfers of property were made in tho in- 
terest of defendant. 

Mr. Pooley and Mr. Thoo. Davie for 
plaintiff; Mr. Jackson and Mr. Hott for 
defendants. . 

Court opened at 9.20 am., a largo num- 
ber of persons interested in the case being 
present. 

W. K. Bull examined by Mr. Jackson 
for defence— -Deposed that Dr. Davie in- 
structed him to collect an account from 
Mr. Reynolds; tho account was then road 
for 89 visits, in August, September and 
October, 1878; a visit for each day 
amounting to S-MO. No chargo for at- 
tendance in the early part of July or for 
surgical attendance un Langley street. 
Witness had an account to collect from 
R. H. Wilson which on being referred to 
Mr. Reynolds was paid on August 7th, 
1878; there was nothing extraordinary in 
his appearanco on that day. 

Cross examined by Mr. Pooley — Wit- 
ness read a foot note in his account book 
copied from Dr. Davie's books as follows: 
Surgical attendance on Langley street not 
charged for. 

H. L. Jones, sworn — Was a pharmaceu- 
tical chemist; supplied medicines to Mr. 
Reynolds; gave them to his messenger, 
Mr. Mitchell. The witness declined to 
Bay whether or not ho supplied narcotics 
unless tho Court required him to do so. 

Counsel for plaintiff had no objection 
to the question being answered. 
. Witness — The two ingredients in the 
prescription were bromide of potassium 
and tincture of henbane; if those were 
administered in largo doses they would 
have a narcotic offoct; Reynolds was tak- 
ing a great deal of this medicine; it was 
prepared from a prescription of Dr. 
Trimble's; each bottle contained 20 doses; 
they were 10 oz. bottles and the messen- 
ger used to come every two days; each 
bottle should have lasted a week; the mes- 
senger said Reynolds would have taken 
more if the bottle had not been hidden 
away from him. 

The Chief Justice remarked that it was 
no wonder tho man was ill taking 2400 
grains of this medicine por day. 

Witness in reply to the Chief Justice 
said that 18 bottles wero supplied; ten 
doses were taken a day when there were 
only two allowed. 

W. H. Edman, sworn aud examined by 
Mr. Jackson — Prepared a tabular state- 
ment of book debts produced, under dif- 
ferent headings. 

A discussion here occurred between tho 
Court and Mr, Jackson as to the admis- 
ability of tho document as evidenpo 
iigainst Reynolds, on account of there be-' 
jng pencil marks on it; it was finally dis- 
allowed. 

Examination resumed— Prepared an- 
other statement of book dobts showing 
that §3,828.37 wero collected beforo 
1st June, 1879; collectod afterwards 
86,240.70; still uncollected §11,020. 

Cross examined by Mr. Pooley — Did 
not seo the day-book from which these 
accounts wero made up; made them up 
from the ledger. 

J. Batchelor recalled — All tho book 
debts were assigned to him by Mr. Rey- 
nolds; the amount assigned was §20,277, 
bills recoivablu S1<j ( J5. 

TKe Chief Justice here intimated that 
it would be much belter to prove RGGHUnts 
by affidaviti. 

Witness resumed — Of those debts 
§5320. 70 wero collected ; were prcssod by 
the Bank of British Columbia in 1879 on 
account of bills becoming due; a "hue] Mr. 
Ward if lie would advance §4jjQq "on 'the 
w|io}e of [hem; uiu bank" would, not al- 
low an overdraft of §4000 on (hern; Mr. 
Ward did not think that sum could bo 
I 



collected; several of his present customers 
are still owing some of those debts.. 

His Lordship could not see what the 
book debts had to do with tho state of the 
man's mind and reference to them was 
not allowed. An examination in chief of 
tho witness as to the St. Joseph's hospit- 
al portion of tho case was also ruled out. 

Cross examinod by Mr. Pooley — 82,800 
had boon paid of Cohn's mortgage before 
lie took charge; paid §2000 on Rey- 
nolds' account; had not authority from 
him to do so; thought it was his duty to 
pay those accounts; had no reason to give 
for doing so; did not pay them because 
Reynolds was not ablu to conduct his own 
business; knew he had no right to pay 
pay them, but they were small items. An- 
other lodger was here produced and items 
examined by counsel for plaintiff and an 
explanation given of . some marks in 
pencil. Witness did not pay ah account 
to Mr. Van All man, on Reynolds' order, 
because Reynolds had disputed it. 

To tho Chief Justice -Paid the §2000 
for Reynolds without authority out of 
what he was owing him. 

The Chief Justice- lint, Mr. Batchelor, 
do yout not intend to pay that amount 
back then? You say Reynolds was 
perfectly sane all the time. 

This closed the casu for Batchelor. 

Donald M'Phaden, sworn and examined 
by Mr. Hett— First knew Mr. Reynolds 
in 1870;then saw him again in 1879; wont 
into partnership with Batchelor in August, 
1880; saw Reynolds at North Dairy farm 
in that month; he never mado any com- 
plaint at that time; he appeared to be per- 
fectly sane; did not know of any differ- 
ence betweon him and his nephew ; put 
a largo amount of capital in- the business; 
it could not have been carriod on without 
his money; was not interested in tho lease 
of the North Dairy farm; no application 
had boon made to him in this suit; tho 
first intimation of it. was tho serving of the 
writ. 

Cross examined by Mr. '1'. Davio— Paid 
ront for butcher shop to Mr. Eli-Harrison, 
Bonr., he was the landlord. 

To the Chiof Justice — You are receiver 
to the estate, are you notf all parties havo 
perfect confidence in you. There is noth- 
ing whatever against you in any way. 

Mr. T. Davio opened the ease for the 
plaintiff and remarked that if the jury 
wero not satisfied it would bo incumbent 
upon him to call a nunibor of witnesses. 
He thought that every witness for 
tho defenco had given some evidence 
showing that Roynolds was, if not per- 
fectly insane, at least not fit to transact 
his own business; that business was not 
so involved but that the defendants were 
extremoly anxious to got hold of it. 
Insolvent as the estate had been made 
out to bo Batchelor had immediately re- 
alized §10,000 out of it i. e. §3000 by sale 
of the equity of rodemntion to Harrison, 
§4000 by mortgage to Steitz, §2000 by 
mortgage to Harrison and §1000 by mort- 
gage te Botterell. . It is attempted to bo 
shown by Mr. Batchelor that the book 
debts were worth only some §5000 out of 
a total of more than §20,000 at the time 
when tho bookB were taken ovor. It was 
impossible without a critical examination 
of tho books to say what tho dobts wero 
worth aB the old accounts wore mixod up 
with tho new accounts of Mr. Batchelor. 
It was necessary for him to reforto tho 
condition of tho estate at tho timo of 
tho transfer to show that it was much 
moro favorablo than the defenco allowed. 
Then as to the influences which had been 
exercised to bring about the state of mind 
which induced Mr. Roynolds to denude 
himsolf of the whole of his property, 
Counsol referred to the threatened expo- 
sure of tho secret regarding Roynolds' 
truo name and desertion from the army ; 
the intimation that his bonds for the navy 
con tract would be withdrawn and tho sug- 
gestion that Batchelor through the Jew 
Cohn could turn him out of houso and 
homo wero referred to. Job Batchelor 
came hero penniless and had entered 
his employer's servicp, and after throe 
years and having had full access to tho 
cash, debit3 hini3olf with only §020. 
Shortly before Reynolds went out of his 
mind he dismissed Batchelor summarily 
and almost immediately afterwards lie was 
induced to sign notes in fovor of Batch- 
elor for 81805. It was shown that when 
ho signed, thoso notes he was not of sound 
mind; he was taking strong narcotics and 
was becoming more elemented than ever, 
and yet noto3 wero extorted 
from him. "Taylor" gave each of 
tho symptoms that were apparent in 
Reynolds case as strong ovideneo of in- 
sanity. If ho was competent to conduct 
his own affairs, why wero his friends 
called in to make bargains for him 1 
The loarned counsel rapidly sketched 
events until Askew appeared on tho scene. 
Askew who was not friendly to Batchelor, 
suddenly becamo his friend. Reynolds 
was recoivod into his house at Chemainus, 
and it was remarkablo a demand had been 
made upon Askew by Rithot & Holmos 
for settlement of an account duo to Rey- 
nolds and that Askew 'a change in front 
immediately occurred. Counsel read Mr. 
Askew's letter to Batchelor written at 
this period and left it to the jury to draw 
their own inference from the fact 
of Askew suddenly becoming friend- 
ly in his feelings towards Batche- 
lor, whom ho had previously looked 
upona3 a rogue. Tho learnod counsel re- 
ferred to the preservation of copies of 
subsequent correspondence between Batch- 
elor and Reynolds asa most suspicious cir- 
cumstance. He charged that the 
firm of Drake & Jackson had acted for 
both parties in tho arrangemonts for a 
transfer of the property to Batchelor and 
that costs of all parties were charged 
to Reynolds. Roynolds was kept 
carefully away from the Court — his near- 
est approach being the attorney-general's 
office, which Eli Harrison, jr., appeared 
to have used as his private office for the 
transaction of thin business. After the 
bill had been discharged Roynolds was 
found to acquiesce in everything — oven 
to the striking oil' of an asset of §7300, 
the estimated value of tho North Dairy- 
farm buildings. Evorything showed that 
Roynolds was .utterly inconipetont. Ho 
(Mv. Davie) did not impugn tho motives 
of Mr. Drake, that gentleman-having 
shown that ho believed Reynolds to bo 
sane, but it was on record that Mr. Drake 
did not try to make a good bargain for 
Reynolds, who was his client, but on 
the contrary had consented to tho 
disallowance of §7,300. Reynolds had 
nover been indemnified against the 
debts of the firm. He was responsible to 
this very day for them. Counsel produc- 
ed a lettor of instructions from Eli Harri- 
son, jr., to show that the draft of a deed 
produced by Mr. Drake was the substance 
of tho deed it was intended to have ex- 
ecuted. 

Tho Foreman — How IdllC has lease 
of Nfarth Dairy Farm to run ! 

Mr. Davio — Six years; it had between 
8 and 9 years to run at the time the trans- 
fer was made. 

The Chiof Justice — Tho valuators had 
a right to say how muc^ the, biaUlings 
nrerS* wdryK 'to Batchelor. 

'Mr/Davie— Mr. Deans, one of the val- 
uators, insisted upon §3000 more as the 
value of tho lease. 1 have doalt with the 
ftpcus yorui'arrahgeinefit by' which Rey- 



nolds was deprived of his property, an'd I bills; would swear that Batcht-lor told j trustees who were to pay JJ1000 each to 
havo shown his various hallucinations j [him tliafi he had no money when hear- four persons in England: the will was 
how he was loft entirely without friends i rived; did not know how long afterward* sealed and handed to A. Holmes and by 



ely 

to advise him in his helpless atate; how 
three months afterwards he was turned 
out of his house and how only §0 out of 
$3150 agreed to be paid Reynolds reached 
his hands. The receipt in the covenant 
of one of the deeds was noteron filled up; 
and in the other deed tho receipt is tilled 
up by Eli Harrison, jr., but not signed by 
Reynolds. 

Mr. Jackson — A money consideration 
can bs given at any time. 

Tho Chief Justice — If they had made 
him sign the receipt without giving him 
the money you, Sir. Davie, would have 
reason to complain. 

Mr. Davio— There is nothing in the 
deeds to prevent Batchelor parting with 
every dollar's worth of tho property. That 
such was the design of Batchelor is ap- 
parcnt frem the fact that Eli Harrison, 
sr. , holds everything, and he is the father- 
in-law of Batchelor. Ho holds to-day all 
tho equities of redemption. 

Mr. Jackson — Mr. Eli Harrison, sr., 
has sworn that he did not wish Batchelor 
to make tho arrangemont. 

Mr. Davio — And yet there is an affida- 
vit of his on file which shows that ho was 
anxious to have tho arrangement made. 
There was a very vicious witness yestor- 
day— one Miles Thomas — who said Rey- 
nolds throw away his property becauso 
he (It.) was cunning and foxey. That was 
strange ovidenco of a man's sanity — that 
ho should throw away his property. Evi- 
dence had been adduced to show Rey- 
nolds' antecedents, but according to tho 
evidence his character was at least as good 
as that of his accusers. The man who 
had taken all Mr. Reynolds' property 
must havo been hard run indeed when ho 
had to attack his character in the way ho 
had done. The learned counsol said the 
defence had declined to take Mrs. Askew 'a 
evidence. To show conclusively tho con- 
dition of Reynolds' mind ho read tho affi- 
davit of Sister Mary Winifred who aworo 
that Roynolds wlulo at St. Joaoph's Hos- 
pital was demented, was denied tho use of 
a knife and fork, tore up his blankets and 
once ran away; that when ho was taken 
away ho showed great fear. The affidavit 
added that Mr. Batchelor always treated 
Roynolds kindly and always provided 
things that were asked for. He believed 
that Mr. Reynolds' account of his harsh 
treatment while at St. Joseph's Hospital 
was wrong —that his account was that of 
an insane man relating his hallucination. 
Ho would now call F. Reynolds. 

The Court hero adjourned for throo- 
quarters of an hour. 

AFTERNOON SITTING. 
Fred. Reynolds, sworn -Came to Brit- 
Columbia in '00 or '01; worked in a livery 
stable in San Francisco; afterwards join- 
ed tho American army as Win. Batchelor; 
ran away from the army; did not keep 
that name here, went by the name of 
Reynolds; after going into business took 
in Botterell as partner; Botteroll thorough- 
ly knew the business; had an excellent 
business up to July, 1878; was then taken 
very ill; had no recollection of signing 
away his property; remembered signing a 
paper on the first night after coining from 
Chemainus; was not quite sure who was 
thero but thought the two Mr. Harrisons, 
Dr. Trimble and Batchelor; did not sign 
it willingly; Dr. Trimblo kept saying 
'•' sign it, sign it; recollect signing an- 
other document over the bay; did not re- 
collect going to Mr. Drako's office in a 
carriago; applied for clothes from North 
Dairy farm; did not get them; tho food 
was not such as he expocted to get; ho 
cut wood and did cooking; tho man would 
not cook so that he (witness) had to do it 
for himself and others; did not know 
what was in tho deed that Mr. Drake wit- 
nessed; had no recollection of §7300 be- 
ing struck off on the farm buildings; E. 
Mttcalf gavo him the clothes ho then 
wore; he accepted them willingly; was 
not afraid of being seen nor was ho afraid 
of Batchelor; was treated kindly at Wm. 
Batchelor's; saw Wm. Batchelor wearing 
his watch and shoes and his wife and 
children wearing other things that be- 
longed" to him; recollect shoes produced 
as thoso W. Batchelor wore; George As- 
kew gavo him the shirt produced; it was 
too small for him; saw J. Batchelor at 
North Dairy farm with his watch and 
chain on; wrote for his nephew to be 
treated as a gentleman on tho voyage from 
San Francisco ; gavo him some pocket 
money as soon as ho arrived; also gavo 
him some clothes from Wm. Wilson; had 
reason to complain of his conduct shortly 
afterwards; ho stopped out at nights and 
there was a row; discharged him ns ho 
considerod him dishonest ^afterwards wrote 
him a letter of his own freo will ; asked 
Mr. Davio to draft a letter; afterwards 
he wrote one himself, as he thought the 
tho other was too much like law. 

Croas-examinod by Mr. Jackson — Took 
an oath when ho entered the Ann ricati 
army to serve for five years; disregarded 
that oath and ran away; did not meet 
with Borious losses after Botteroll left him ; 
did not know that he took to drink on ac- 
count of severe losses; might have got 
drunk overnight and perhaps it took him 
throe weeks to got over it (laughter); the 
statements in an affidavit of Milca Thomases 
were incorrect; Miles'Thoinas was an old 
servant, but hegotdrunkanddisoboyed his 
orders; Bottorell persuaded him not to 
i discharge Thomas; did not know what 
part of July it was when he was taken 
sick; could not tell whether it was Juno 
or July, '78; remembered consulting Dr. 
Davio, and remembered dismissing his 
nephew; that must have been in July; 
did not remember Dr. Davie coming once 
to the house at James Bay; did not know 
whether he discontinued business or not 
in July; had made monoy before Botter- 
oll loft; gavo him §10,000 for his interest; 
kept an account of his personal expenses; 
did not remember when Bottorell left; 
might have had racehorses; always had 
them, and had bats ofton; did not know 
what he lost that year; remembered a race 
betweon Groy hound and Fanny; would 
swear that he had not paid §750 in Mr. 
Pemborlon's Court to stay proceedings; 
told Dr. Trmblc that it would bo all right 
without paying §100 to Bunater; did not 
know what tho charge was, he was not in 
tho witness box; did not know that it was 
a charge of conspiracy; would not swear 
that ho did not make a payment; did not 
know that he kept company with every 
flash woman in town; did not spond a 
great deal of money on thorn, ran after 
them perhaps the same as other men; 
never made but one present to Mrs. Ar- 
nold and that was a watch; did not spend 
much money on Miss Smith. A letter 
written by witness on, the 94th July was 
read; witness did not know whether he 
was attending to business thenornot. AnI. 
O.U. was handed witness, signed 10th. of 
Aug. , '78; another document dated 12th 
Aug. , a cheque on Bank of B. 0. dated 
24th July, another oil t|\o JOth of July, 
another an }3,th August. Those 'papers' 
ware written and signed by witness; ho 
supposed lie Vyas attending to some busi- 
ness' at that time; did not remember Mr. 
Bull calling on him with an order from 
Wilson; could "not say whether he was 
over to tho store during the month of 
July; his nephew did uo.t bring him any 



wtten he spoke to Bachelor about his ac- 
counts;' this might have been in 1875 or 
1870: he then said ho wanted his accounts 
entered as others were; aaw some time 
aftorwards that §520 had been entered on 
account of Batchelor's wagoa; did not re- 
member that anything was said with re- 
ference to that entry; saw §50 outorod 
after that on sarao account, could not say 
that Batchelor had taken money that was 
not accounted for; ho supposed that he 
did from his way of living; advised him to 
join the Masons and Odd Follows and 
charge the entrance foes to witness; there 
wa3 no check on the amount of meat sent 
down to the Leadenhall market, nor of 
the oxpenses of that market; an account 
of moneys taken from the till was always 
kept; did not think Batchelor adoptod a 
new system of book-koeping, always re- 
ported' moneys that ho took out of the 
till, and also thoso put in; largo sums 
wero sometimes taken out, ho might havo 
takon some out and perhaps forgotten it. 

A largo number of books wero haro 
brought into Court for the witness to find 
accounts of meats sent down to Leaden- 
hall market; witness admitted that it was 
difficult to show what tho state of tho 
business was at tho close of oacli year. 

The foreman of tho jury did not think 
it was necessary that theso accounts 
should be entered into. 

In this his Lordship coincided as thero 
was nothing against Batchelor for dis- 
honesty; it was a question of sanity or in- 
sanity of plaintiff. 

Cross examination resumed— A memor- 
andum in witness' handwriting roferring to 
money transactions with Batcholor, not 
dated and not signed was acknowledged; 
did not remomber whon Batcholor was 
niarriodjthemomorandum might havebeon 
written at that time, did not know. 

Correspondence was then read by 
counsol for defonce referring to a personal 
interview between Roynolds and Batcho- 
lor; witnoss was awaro that proceodings 
against him to recovor on tho notes had 
been taken; did not know anything about 
those proceodings; did not consider that 
ho owed Batchelor tho amount of thoso 
ndtos. 

The Chief Justico here remarked that 
the counsel could not expect tho man to 
know what occurred after ho became in- 
sane. 

Witness thought Batcholor had paid 
himself well without getting tho amount 
of those notes; did not remember what 
rato of salary was agreod on with Batch- 
elor; ho would not agree to any rato till 
his accounts woro brought in so that wit- 
might know what had been drawn; a rato 
of salary was agreod on beforo Batchelor's 
marriage; did not romembor any conver- 
sation with E. Harrison, sr. ; might havo 
said something about tho cottage on Fis- 
gard street being fitted up for J. Batoh- 
olor; did not remomb9rsaying to Harrison 
that his nephew was a good, steady young 
man; did not know how long Batcholor 
was engaged to Harrison's daughtnr;would 
swear that he never did say that his 
nephow was a steady young man and that 
ho owed him between §3000 and $4000, 
nor that his only fault was that ho stayed 
too much at home at night; was sorry 
afterwards that ho had told him to go out 
at night; (laughter) remembered writing 
to Mr. Askqw to como down in tho month 
of Jan., 1878; ho thought ho was an old 
friend but ho proved himself otherwise; 
witness acknowledged tho latter written; 
did not know how long aftorwards it was 
when Askew came down; did not remem- 
ber making out a statemdnt of his affairs 
at that time; might have applied to Mr. 
Lowonberg for money ; thought that ho ap- 
plied to Mr. Nesbitt for somo; did not re- 
collect anything in particular after Askow 
came down; did not remomber returning 
C. Beak's notes; remember that tho notes 
given to Batchelor wore given on compul- 
sion, but did not romombor much else; 
remember Cohn coming but did not recol- 
lect what it was about; romonibored that 
a bottle of champagne was drunk on tho 
strength of some bargain with witness 
whon Nesbitt, Batcholor, Askew and 
others wore present, but did not remem- 
ber what tho" bargain was; recollected 
Askew finding him at a little houso back 
of the butcher shop and telling him that 
he ought not to be there; Mitchell and his 
wife were taking care of him across the 
Bay; did not think ho was kind after ho 
got bad; his medical attendant wsb Dr. 
Davie; had no idea whether ho was taking 
medicine at that time; Baw Holmes so voral 
times, he took chargo of tho business; did 
not know whether ho managed his own 
business up to giving it over to Holmes; 
knew that ho mado a will; it was after ho 
had dismissed his nophow; had no recol- 
lection of falling into water at Chemainus; 
he fell off a log thore; had no recollection 
of a conversation with Dr. Trimblo boforo 
going there. Askow did not treat him 
well at Chemainus, ho was very rough; 
don't remembor contents of will or of re- 
ceiving a letter from his nophow; Baw hiin 
at Chemainus; he turned palo when told 
of the contents of the will. Eli Harrison, 
sr., met mo with a carriage at the wharf 
when I came down and took me to Fisgard 
street; in tho evening tho two Harrisons, 
Dr. Trimblo and others wero there; re- 
momber being at Eli Harrison's house; 
may havo dined thoro Christmas day; met 
Mr. Nicholls thero; think I was thero New 
Years day; recollect going to St. Joseph's 
hospital with Job; remember coming ovor 
to the' Attorney Goneral's office; can't 
say when it was; remomber nothing of the 
transfer of my business; Askew told mo 
to sign all papers that came along; wit- 
ness described his treatment at St. Jos- 
eph's Hospital and at North Dairy; (notos 
on scraps of paper handed witnoss which 
ho identified as in his hand writing); kopt 
no diary. 

To Mr. Hett — Can't say when my mind 
first became disturbed; havo been sane for 
six months; asked Mr. Van Allman last 
summer to got me logal advice; I wrote for 
Mr. Davio and ho camo to mo ; and am 
now staying at Mr. Bryants 'a; do not pay 
Mr. Bryant for living at his houso— havo 
nothing to give him; (witness described 
clothing and jewelry ho left at his resi- 
dence when he went to Chemainus); re- 
member seeing Mr. McPhaden; he drove 
out with with Job im August, 1880; have 
no idea how many deods I signed; the ab- 
sence of good clothes prevented my going 
into town. 

To Mr. Pooley — I Bignod tho notes in 
favor of Job Batchelor an tho 31st July, 
1878, under compulsion. Ho »aid he 
would expose mo about my being under 
an assumed name. 

Mr. T. Davie, sworn — Drew a will for 
Mr. Reynolds, not in favor of A. Ho.lrftea, 
but appointing him as executor *wd trus- 
tee. 

The Ci\\c.{ justice said the question, was 
w^ejhvx this, man was in a condition of 
mind to assign his property to Mr. Batch,- 
ffffg.'

M. v Botterell, sworn — \\ us in partner- 
ship frem 1801 to 1809 with Reynolds; re- 
ceived S10,000 or §11,000 when I went 
out; bought stock for him from '73 to '70; 
think it was in June, 1878, that I saw 
Roynolds in Davio'a office; I saw hint at 
Rickman's office afterwards; said he was 
sick and I ottered to take charge of his busi- 
ness ; did not accopt my offer ;nex.t met him at 
tho hill; coming in with Mr.. Mitchell; ho 
didn't lpok well; ho remarked something 
and seemod strange and curious; saw him 
at St. Joseph's Hospital in the spring of 
tho next year; he looked worse and talked 
to me foolishly; they said he had knocked 
tho stovepipe down; he was annoyed be- 
causo the doctors talked of plugging him 
up; ho said ho had the diarrhoea at first, 
and afterwards said ho was bound up; ho 
said ho didn't want to go to tho hospital; 
I saw he was queer and left him as ho 
couldn't talk businpss; saw him at North 
Dairy in the summer of 1879; he com- 
plained of being sick and that thoso who 
had him in charge did n't send him anything; 
I gavo him' some tobacco; told him I 
thought he-had §100 a month; think Nes- 
bitt told mo so and Batchelor also; he was 
well enough dressed and was lying on a 
mattress; Geo. Deans and I valued all the 
farm property of Reynolds — I represent- 
ing Batcholov; the total of our valuation 
was §23,353:1 think it a fair one; I object- 
ed to §3000 as the value of the lease; wo 
found far moro stuff at tho farm than I 
thought there was at first. 

To Mr. Hett— In 1S79 I thought Rey- 
nolds' mind was cloarbut not very strong; 
in 1872 his mind was distracted by drink- 
ing and money matters; whon I saw him 
at Rickman's ho was sane but vory depress- 
ed; when I put the item of §7.300 in tho 
schedulo it was what T thought a person 
ought to pay for the use of the building 
and the loaso. 

Alox. McLean, J. P. . sworn— Mr. As- 
kow came into my store in November 
1878 and asked for a warm undershirt for 
Mr. Reynolds; ho said that Reynolds had 
baen up to his place for several weeks in 
charge of Mr. Mitchell; that Reynolds 
was in the hands of strangers and his 
frionds couldn't get near him; that ho 
bundled Mitchell nut and advised him to 
give his business to Batcholor, for beint; a 
near rolativo ho would do better towards 
him than a stranger; that ho (Askew) had 
brought Reynolds down and that he would 
Btick to him .\nd pull him through his 
troubles; that ha had got Reynolds and 
his nephew on good terms; that on the 
Bteamer Roynolds asked where he was 
goine tp tako him; that ho repliod to 
Batchelor's, and thttt Reynolds said ho 
wouldn't go thero; that he took him thero 
anyhow; ho asked me to go to Batche- 
lor's and witness Reynolds' signature; 
went there afterwards by appointment ; 
Askew, Batchelor and 1 entered the house 
togother; Dr. Trimble and Reynolds wero 
in a room; Reynolds looked ill; tho paper 
was produced but ho didn't seem willing 
to sign it ; Batchelor and Askew loft tho 
room twp or three times; a pen and ink 
wore produced, but Reynolds wouldn't 
sign; Dr. Trimble said he had better sign; 
don't remember that the paper was road 
over to him; Batcholor said, " You'd bet- 
ter sign it;" he repliod, " No;" Batchelor 
aaked me to advise him to sign it, but I 
said, "No, I was only thore to witness it. " 
At last Reynolds took up the pen aud 
dippod it in tho ink; then he hesitated 
and said, " You're going to," or, " You 
want to ruin me," aud threw down the 
pen. Dr. Trimble asked him to sign" and 
at last he did so. At first I did not know 
what it was — an affidavit or a deed; I saw 
no seal; am pretty confident that tho 
paper was not read over to him or I should 
nave known what it was; seeing no seal I 
made one, affixed my name and left; 
[document shown witness.] This i3 tho 
paper Reynolds Bigned and this is tho 
seal I took tho precaution to make. [Mr. 
Pooley read the document. It proved to 
be an affidavit revoking thopower of at- 
torney, etc., ho had given Holmes.] Did 
not bhc the document brought into the 
room; wuness ueuuied tho circumstances 
attending another interview at Batchelor's 
houso, whero Eli Harrison, jr. , drovo up 
in a buggy, entered tho house and made 
or filled up a document which ho handed 
to Reynolds to Bign; Roynolds hesitated 
to sign and thon signed it, saying, ''I 
hopo this is tho last of these documents. 
When is it to end?" It was not read over 
to him to the best of my recolloction; 
Reynolds gave no instructions to Harrison 
in my presence to draw the document up. 

Tho document was read and proved to 
be an affidavit signed by Roynolds and 
stating that he had revoked the power of 
attornoy given Holmes; and wished tho 
notes held by Batchelor to be paid.

To Mr. Pooley — Reynolds did appear 
vory ill. 

Mr. Jackson --You know Roynolds had 
not read the document and yet you ad- 
mitted tho oath of Reynolds that he knew 
its contents] 

Witness—! asked him if he know the 
contents and he said he did; that was all 
that was required; I did the same thing 
with the first affidavit; he appeared very 
ill; when ho signed the first document, he 
seemed to know its purport; but the se- 
cond time he signed off-hand. 

C. J. King, sworn — Was present at the 
request of Batchelor when two documents 
wore signed by Roynolds; the first time 
found Reynolds sitting with his head 
bowed down; Batchelor set the document 
before him and Reynolds signed and I 
witnessed the document; it was not ix-ad 
over in my hearing; have known Roynolds 
for many years, but ho took no notice of 
me; no words passed between us at, tho 
timo; on the second occasion 1 went over 
to the houao with Batchelor and the same 
scene was gono over when the second 
paper was signed. 

To Mr. Hett— Was discharged by Bat- 
choler when ho closed business; did not 
try to tako his customers, but he told me 
to go ta Goodacre's and act for Goodt'.cve 
I would act for him. 

J. W. Douglas, sworn — Remember driv- 
ing along Birdcage walk in October, 1S78, 
whon I saw 3, or 4 men standing on, tho 
sidewalk; cor«e of them was tho plaintiff 
Reynolds and ho becko.r.&d to me 
ftja,q3 pulled up, when, ho jumped into 
tho vehicle and said, " Protect me, Mr. 
Deuglas,. these, men want to kill me !" I 
drove him to the house, and it required 
hal5'-an-hour's persuasion to induce him, 
to, leave the vehicle and enter the house. 

Court here adjourned till 9 o'clock on 
Monday morning.
